"It is replete with financial heresies and 


will cause investors every where to desire 
to withdraw money from the United 
States while able to obtain gold in pay- 
ment for debts. 


•'Should the free-silver party be elected 


gold would undoubtedly be driven out of 
circulation and a substantial premium be 
immediately demanded by those holding 
it. 


"We do not believe individual Americans 


would take advantage of the political dis- 
honesty proposed by the Democratic con- 
vention, whereby even existing contracts 
calling tor gold payment would be invalid 
when free coinage i»oarried. 


"It is hoped eastern electors will appre- 


ciate the danger, ahead and support the 
candidates pledged to maintain the gold 
standard, otherwise we are likely to wit- 
ness a crisis of nnparallelled severity."

Under the false garb of labor's friend 


it opened its dirty, besmirched columns 
o the contributions of an utterly unscrup- 
ulous agitator. It put flaring head lines 
on despicable statements made by him 
that the editor must have known to bave 
been utterly false. It endorsed his base 
l.es using them as authorities for its edit- 
orials equally base in an effort to insult 
others, who fortunately know that intend- 
ed insults from such a source are the high- 
est compliments such a paper can pos- 
sibly give the persons or institutions upon 
•whom it would exercise its petty spite. 


While this constant effort was being 


made by the Herald to deceive labor and 
to create strife between employers and 
employes of this city, regardless of the re* 
tultaupon the peace and prosperity of 
this community, what was the TRANS- 
CRIPT doing and trying to do for labor?

It was but a trifling thing, 
but it has found more employment for 
honest labor, ten to one, than all the 
efforts of the Herald, its agitator con- 
tributor, and the misled local typograph- 
ical union combined, with all their boasts 
of friendship and sacrifice for labor, in- 
tended to injure us.

How a laboring man or a man receiving 


a salary can vote for free silver is tho 
greatest puz/.le u> ns of all the free silver 
absurdities now afloat. 


Let us see if we can make the laboring 


man's right position on this question clear 
and unanswerable in a few words. 


Here in North Adams there are different 


scales of wages llxed in certain depart- 
ments of all manufacture,—a minimum 
and maximum price, below and above 
which wages are never paid. 
In one of 


the woolen mills here, for instance, in a 
certain room, $1.25 per day is the limit. 
paid. It is the same in all woolen mills 
in this cheap grade of labor department. 
Now remember that |1.25 is the fixed fig- 
ure for that labor, and has long been so, 
and will remain so. That is the price 
that is going to be paid for that work, 
because it is the long established custom- 
ary price, whether free-silver money or 
honest money triumph. 


George Fred Williams, the chief apostle 


of free-silver im New England admits 
that the free-silver dollar is going to be a 
cheaper dollar and buy less than tha pres- 
ent dollar. 


Now, 
then, every laboring man who 


votes for free-silver votes to be paid in 
money that will buy less than the good 
money now in circulation. Oeorge Fred 
Williams admits that proposition. 


How can the sensible laboring man vote , 


to lower the value of his .own wages, , 
the price of which is very generally fixed 
and when all experience shows that .the 
price of labor Is the hardest of all prices 
to raise ? We don't believe the laboring 
men of tab community will be so foolish. 


Some of the headings of the Evening 


Herald, such for instance as "Anarchist 
Wright," indicate tbat its irregular con. 
tribute* "Tom Cat" Thompson, who has 
been quite busy down Worcester way 
recently, has returned to his journalistic 
work in his favorite field. The incongru- 
ous garbling of finance and other mat- 
ters of political economy in tbat paper 
would certainly indicate that the silver 
sage of the Herald must either be nbsenl 
or have broken his shears.

MISGUIDED DEBTORS. 


HOSTILITY TO INTEREST 
BEARING 


LOANS AND ITS FOUNDATION. 


How Scripture Han lieen Misquoted—If 


GredttorA Would Forego Intereitt and 
Even Cancel Obllffutloni, There Would 
O» No Free Coinage Cry. 


As wo shall hear a grent deal about 


the grievances of the dcbto* class during 
the present campaign, it is worth while 
to inquire what those grievances arc, 
esys the New York Tribunii. The cry 
for freo silver is, of course, only a 
symptom, aj» extraneous issue that cir- 
cnmstauces have linked with the move- 
ment which culminated iu tlio Chicago 
convention. 13ack of the question of sil- 
ver lies the fact that a multitude of 
houeit but mistaken debtors bclieva 
themselves to be the victims of injus- 
tice. Few of them could explain just 
what that injustice is. But if we as- 
enme that their sense of wrong has 
something to do with their being obliged 
to pay interest on the money they have 
borrowed wo shall not bo far out of tho 
way. 
If the men vi hi. hav? L^onoy would 


lend it without interest to all worthy 
people who ueed it, giving them their 
own time to repay it, or ^canceling the 
debt altogether if the debtor happened 
to be hard up, there would bo no dissat- 
isfied debtor class today, and therefore 
no free silver movement. 


Now, 
it is an interesting fact that this 


feeling of hositility to loans at interest 
is not a new thing. Aristotle and other 
Greek and Roman thinkers gave expres- 
sion to it, and for 17 centuries the theo- 
logians of Catholic and Protestant 
Christianity reflected the Baine view, on 
the ground that the Bible forbade the 
taking of interest for money lent. 
Among the early church fathers who 
denounced interest may be mentioned 
St. Basil, St. Chrysostom, St. Gregory 
of Nyssa, St. Ambrose, fit. Augustine 
and St. Jerome. Laetautin'i called the 
taking of interest robbery. Pope Leo the 
Great declared it to be a sin worthy of 
eevere punishment. Every great church 
council from the council of Elvira iu 806 
to that of Viciine in 1811 solemnly 
condemned money lending at intcrpst. 
Many sovereigns of Europe, under tho in- 
fluence of the church—amoug them Jus- 
tinian, Charlemagne, Alfred tho Great 
of England and St. Louis of France— 
issued decrees against money lending. 
Pope Gregory X forbade Christian bur- 
ial to usurers. 
Stu Thomas Aquinas 


elaborated tho Scriptural argument 
against usury, and Dante placed money 
lenders iu the hottest corner of his "In- 
ferno." Thin wus tho view of interest 
uniformly taken 
by 
tli» niartiirval 


church, and as a result nearly nil mon- 
ey lenders wore Jews, since Christians 
could not go into the business without 
losing their Minis. But, us it W.IK be- 
lieved tlmL Jews were to ho clntimcd in 
any case, some canonists held tivit they 
luip' f wisely be allowed lo pursue the 
infun.ous culling. 


Nor did Protestants differ greatly 


from Catholics on this question. Luther 
denounced every usnnvr as a t diet, mill 
Melanchthon agreed with him. In Eng- 
land, during the reign of Edward VI, a 
law was enacted declaring that v» hoover 
lent money at interest thould forfeit 
principal and interest. 
Some of tho 


Puritan preachers condemned all inter- 
est as un-Scriptural. In 161(4 John 
Blaxton, an JVnglicnn clergyman, wrote 
a book entitled "Usury Condemned," 
in which he defined usury as tho taking 
of any interest whatever and quoted as 
condemning it 5 arch bishops and bi&!iops 
and more thun 80 doctors of divinity iu 
the Anglican church. But «ven while 
this book was being rend its teachings 
began to be questioned, not in England 
alone, but all over Europe. The necessi- 
ties of commerce overbore nil tlio argu- 
ment against tho taking of interest, and 
both the Protebtant and Catholic thw> 
logiaus finally retreated from t!io tradi- 
tional view. The texts whii;h seemed to 
them to forbid usury aro still in the 
Bible, but they aro no longer taken to 
mean what they were supposed to mean 
for so many centuries. Similarly, in 
Scotland, at the beginning of this cen- 
tury the use of fanning mills for win- 
nowing grain was for a time condemned 
as mi-Scriptural, because the Bible says, 
"The wind bloweth where it listeth," 
etc. But as the fanning mills continued 
to be Uhed :i modified interpretation of 
the text supposed to condemn them was 
Adopted. 


It would be erroneous to suppose that 


this feeling of hostility to loans at in- 
terest is an evidence of dishonesty, mis- 
taken though we know it to be. The 
theologians who fastened it as a dogma 
ou the church were honest and conscien- 
tious meu, and so are most of their fol- 
lowers today iu the south and west wJio 
are denouncing tha money power. They 
are simply laboring under a grievous 
mistake, as were the theologians, and 
instead of growing impatient with them 
it is our duty to show them, in all kind- 
ness, wherein their mistake lies. The 
campaign upon which we are entering 
mast be one of education, and not one 
of brass bauds and party yells.

It is more than 
possible that while Abraham was par- 
ing "400 shekels of silver, current 
with the merchant" for the field of 
Machpelah the native Americans were 
settling their balances with wampum, 
a form of money more laboriously pre- 
pared than are the metal coins. Why 
should not we Americana continue to 
honor thia currency, that for ages was 
the accepted circulation among millions 
of earlier Americans? 


Sincere many of the silveritea un- 


doubtedly are, but the twin purpcsos 
that push the "cause of silver" are, 
first, that of the mine owners, to make a 
fictitious market for their product, and, 
second, that of men everywhere who, as 
we have said, want to scale down their 
obligations. 
We all wish well to pro- 


ducers, but no class of producers has a 
right to imperil the country for its ben- 
efit. 
With repudiation under any guise 


we have 110 sympathy whatever. But, 
notwithstanding tho selfish and dishon- 
est purposes behind the silver move- 
ment, we must admit that it has ac- 
quired great strength and today con* 
stitutes a powerful menace to the honor 
and the prosperity of the country.

This question arid its answer hare 


been until recently of interest to scien- 
tists only. But since one method of 
lighting is competing with the other 
for superiority the question of lighting 
power has (seemingly become a public 
(natter. How many candle power? The 
question is very simple and yet mysteri- 
ous to the layman. 


For measuring the lighting power the 


most reliable remits are obtained by 
means of a grease spot. In its most sim- 
ple application the experiment can be 
tried easily at home. A sheet of white 
paper with a grease spot in the center 
is put into a, frame and placed between 
two flames o£ different lighting power 
—for instance, between an ordinary 
candle and a lamp. 


When the frame is equally distant 


from the two unequally bright flames, 
the grease spot can be seen plainly on 
both sides. By moving the frame with 
the sheet of paper slowly toward the 
less brilliant light—that is, the candle 
—it will arrive finally at a point where 
the grease spot has apparently disap- 
peared on both sides of the paper. This 
deception must always occur when on 
both sides of the paper an, equal bright- 
ness prevails and uo side light exists. 
Having reached this point, it can be 
ascertained how much stronger is the 
light of the lame than that of the can- 
dle. 


If the caudle is 20 inches distant from 


the paper and the lamp 60 iiiches and 
yet the brightness on both sides of the 
paper is the same, then the light of the 
lamp will be as strong as that of nine 
candles. The calculation is based upon 
the distances, the figures of which are 
multiplied by themselves and then di- 
vided—here, for instance, 60 times CO 
divided by 20 multiplied by 20 equals 9. 


This, of course, is the most primitive 


method for measuring light, but it is 
the principle for all the delicate instru- 
ments used iu the laboratories.—Pear- 
Eon's Weekly.

Those who stand upon the 
Chicago platform believe that the gov- 
ernment should not only avoid wrong- 
doing, but that it should also prevent- 
'wrongdoing; and they believe that the 
law should be enforced alike against 
all enemies of the public weal. They 
do not excuse petit larceny, but they 
declare that grand larceny ia equally 
a cr-nM; they do not defend the occu- 
pation of the highwayman who robs 
the unsuspecting traveler, but they in- 
clude among the transgressors those 
who, 
who through the more polite and 


less hazardous means of legislation, 
appropriate to their own use the pro- 
ceeds of the toll of others. The com- 
mandment, "Thou shalt not steal," 
thundered from Sinai and reiterated 
in the legislation of all nations, is no 
respecter of persons. No government 
is worthy of the name which is not 
able to protect from every arm uplift- 
ed for his injury the humblest citizen 
who lives beneath the flag. 


Income Tax Plank Defended. 


The Caicego platform has been con- 


demned by some because it dissents 
fro*, an opinion rendered by the su- 
prc.ue court declaring the income tax 
law unconstitutional. 
Our critics evtii 


go BO far as to apply the name sraarsh'.ut 
to those who stand upon that plank of 
thj> platform, it must be remembered 


that we expressly recognize the bind- 
ing force of that decision so loug as it 
stands as a part of the law of the land. 
There is in the platform no suggestion 
of an attempt to dispute the authority 
of the supreme court. 
Th* party is 


simply pledged to use "all the consti- 
tutional power which remains after 
that decision, or which may come from 
its reversal by the court as it may 
hereafter be constituted.'1 Is there 
any disloyalty in that pledge? 
"While 


the money question overshadows all 
other quebtiona in importance, I desire 
lt_ djitinoUj uqderstpocL that I.ihall 


offer no apology for the income-tax 
plank of the Chicago platform. 
At 


present the expenses of the federal 
government, collected through internal 
revenue taxe* and impbrt duties, an 
especially burdensome upon the poorer 
classes of society. 
A law which col- 


lect* from some citizen* more than 
their share of th* taxes and collects 
from other citizens les* than their 
share, is simply an indirect means of 
transferring one man's property to an- 
other man's pocket, and while the pro- 
process may be quite satisfactory to 
the men who escape Just taxatioa, it 
can never be satisfactory (o those who 
are overburdened 
The last income 


tax law, nai\ its exemption provision*, 
when considered In connection with 
other method* of taxation in force, was 
not unjust to the possessors of large 
incomes, beoansa they were not com- 
pelled to pay a total federal tax great- 
er fljan their cbjire. The income tax 
ia not new, nor ia it based upon hostili- 
ty to the rich.

Now let me ask you to consider the 


paramount question of this campaign 
—the money question. It ia scarcely 
necessary to defend the principal of 
bimetallism. No national party dur- 
ing the entire history of the United 
States has ever declared against it. 
and no party in this campaign has had 
the teraeritjr.to oppose it. Three par- 
tie*—the democratic, populist and sil- 
ver parties— «(-v« not only declared for 
bimetallism, ' but have outlined the 
specific legislation neeesaary to restore 
kllver to Its ancient position by the 
side of gold. The republican platform 
expressly declares that bimetallism la 
desirable when it pledges the repub- 
lican party to aid in securing it as 
Soon as the assistance of certain for- 
eign nations can be obtained. 
Those 


rrho represented the minority senti- 
timent in the Chicago convention op- 
posed the free coinage of silver by the 
United States by independent action 
on the ground that, in their judgment, 
it "would retard or entirely prevent 
the establishment of international bi- 
metallism, to which the efforts of the 
government should be steadily di- 
rected." When they asserted that the 
effort* of the government should be 
steadily directed toward the establish- 
ment of international 
bimetallism, 


they condemned monometallism. The 
gold standard has been weighed in the 
balance and foumd wanting. Take 
from it the powerful support of the 
money-owning and the money-chang- 
ing classes and it cannot stand for one 
day in any nation of the world. It 
was fastened upon the United States 
without discussion before the people, 
and its friends have never yet been 
willing to risk a verdict before the 
voters upon that issue.

There can be no sympathy or co- 


operation between the advocate* of 
a universal gold standard and tha 
advocates of bimetallism. 
Between 


bimetallism—whether independent or 
international—and the gold standard 
there is an impassable gulf. Is this 
quadrennial agitation in favor of in- 
ternational bimetallism conducted in 
good faith, or do our opponents really 
desire to maintain the gold standard 
permanently? If they are in fact de- 
sirous of securing bimetallism, we may 
expect them to point out the evils of a ' 
gold standard and defend bimetallism 
as a system. If, on the other hand, 
they are bending their energies to- 
ward the permanent establishment of 
a gold standard nnder cover of a 
declaration in favor of international 
bimetallism, I am justified in suggest- 
ing that honest money cannot be ex- 
pected at the hands of those who deal 
dishonestly with the American people. 


What I* Hramt Mon«y ? 


What is the test of honesty in 


money? It must certainly be found 
in the purchasing power of the dollar. 
An absolutely honest dollar would not 
vary in Its general purchasing power; 
it would be absolutely stable when 
measured by average prices. 
A dollar 


which increases in purchasing power 
is just as dishonest as a dollar which 
decrease* in purchasing power. Prof. 
Laughlin, now of the University of 
Chicago, and one of the highest gold- 
standard authorities, in his work on 
bimetallism not only admits that gold 
does not remain absolutely stable in 
value, but ex- • sly asserts "that 
there is no such • 3g as a standard of 
value for futurf-nayments, either in 
gold or silver, which remains abso- 
lutely invariable." He even suggests 
that a multiple standard, wherein tha 
unit is "based upon the selling prices 
of a number of articles of general con- 
sumption, " would be a more just stan- 
dard than either gold or silver, or 
both, because "a long-time contract 
would thereby be paid at its maturity 
by the same purchasing power as was 
given In the beginning." It cannot be 
successfully claimed that monometal- 
lism or bimetallism, or any other sys- 
tem, gives a just standard of value. 


Innnno. PolleUi and 8*vlae* Bank*. 
Our opponents have made a special 


appeal to those who hold fire and life 
insurance policies, but those policy 
holdftri know that, since the total 
premiums received exceed the total 
losses paid, a riling standard must be 
of more benefit to the companies than 
to the polioy holder*. Much solicitude 
has beea expressed by our opponents 
for the depositors In savings banks. 
They constantly parade before these 
depositors the advantages of a gild 
standard. Bat tnese appeals will be ID 
vain, because savings bank depositori 
know that under a gold standard there 
is increasing danger that they will lose 
their deposits because of the inability 
of the banks to collect their assets; and 
they si ill further know that, if the 
gold standard is to continue indefinite- 
ly, they may be compelled to withdraw 
their deposits in order to pay living 
expenses 
It is only necessary to note 


the increasing number of failures in 
order to know that a gold standard is 
ruinous to merchants and manufac- 
turers. These business men do not 
make their profits from the people 
from whom they borrow money, but 
from the people to whom they sell 
their goods 
If the people cannot 


buy, retailers caunot sell, and if re- 
tailers cannot 
sell, wholesale mer- 


chants and manufacturers must go 
into bankruptcy. Salaries in business 
occupation* depend 
cpon 
business 


couditions, amtohegold standard both 
lessens the amount and threatens the 
permanency of such ealuric s.

asserted, that the" (fold itandard win 
enable u* to borrow money taNa 
abroad, I reply thattho restoration ot 
bimetallism will restore the parity be- 
tween money and property, and thus 
permit an era of prosperity wnteh will 
enable the American people to become 
loaners of money instead of perpetual 
borrowers. Even the holders of fixed 
investments, though they gain an ad- 
vantage from the appreciation of the 
dollar, certainly see the injustice of 
the legislation which fives them this 
advantage over those whose incomes 
depend upon the value of property and 
products. 
If the holders of fixed In- 


vestments will oot listen to arguments 
based upon justice and equity, I ap- 
peal to them to consider the interests 
of posterity. W e do not live for our- 
selves alone.

As against the maintenance of a 


gold standard, either permanently or 
until other nations can be united for 
its overthrow, the Chicago platform 
present* a clear and emphatic demand 
for the immediate restoration of the 
free and unlimited coinage ot silver 
and gold at the present legal ratio of 
16 to 1, without waiting for the aid or 
consent of any other nation. 
We are 


not asking that a new experiment be 
tried; we are insisting upon a return 
to a financial policy approved by the 
experience of history and supported by 
all the prominent statesmen of onr na- 
tion from the days of the first president 
down to 1873, When wo ask that our 
mints be opened to the free and unlim- 
ited coinage of silver into full legal 
tender money, we are simply asking 
that the same mint privileges be ac- 
corded to silver that are now accorded 
to gold.

The retirement of the greenback and 


treasury notes would not protect the 
treasury, because the same 
policy 


which now leads the secretary of the 
treasury to redeem all government 
paper in gold, when gold is demanded, 
will require the redemption of all sil- 
ver dollars and silver certificates in 
gold, if the greenbacks and treasury 
notes are withdrawn from circulation. 
More than this, if the government 
should retire if* paper and throw upon 
the banks tha necessity of furnishing 
coin redemption, the banks would ex- 
ercise lhp right M furnish either gold 
or silver. IB other word*, they would 
exercise the option, just as the govern- 
ment ought to exercise it now. The 
government must either exercise the 
right to redeem its obligations in sil- 
ver when silver is more convenient, or 
it must retire all silver and silver cer- 
tificates from circulation and leave 
nothing but gold as legal tender 
money.

This proposi- 
tion is in keeping with natural laws, 
not in defiance of them. 
The best 


known law of commerce is the law of 
supply and demand. 
We recognize 


this law and build our argument upon 
it. We apply this law to money when, 
we say that a reduction in the volume 
of money will raise the purchasing 
power of the dollar; we also apply the 
law of supply and demand to silver 
when we say that a new demand for 
silver created by law will raise the 
price of silver bullion. Gold and silver 
are different from other commodities, 
in that they are limited in quantity.

Because gold and silver are limited, 


both In the quantity now In hand and 
in annual production, it follows that 
legislation can fix the ratio between 
them. Any purchaser 
who stands 


ready to take the entire supply of any 
given article at a certain price can 
prevent that article from falling be- 
low that price. So the government 
can fix a price for gold and silver by 
creating a demand greater than the 
supply, The only question upon which 
international bimetallists and inde- 
pendent bimetallism differ 
is; Can 


the United States by the free and un- 
limited coinage of silver at the present 
legal ratio create a demand for silver 
which, taken in connection with the 
demand already in existence, will b« 
sufficient to utilize all the silver that 
will be presented at the mints? 
They 


agree in their defense of the bimetallic 
principle, and they agree in unaltera- 
ble opposition to the gold standard. 
International bimetallists cannot com- 
plain that free coinage gives a benefit 
to the mind owner, because interna- 
tional bimetallism gives to the owner 
of silver sUttui advantages offered by 
indep«n<Vnt bimetallism at the same 
ratio.

In discussing this question we must 


sonsider the capacity of our people to 
use silver and the quantity of silver 
which can come to our mints. It must 
be remembered that we live in a conn- 
try only partially developed. Now, 
how much silver can come here? Not 
the coined silver of the worid, because 
almost all of it is moro Valuable at this 
time in other lands than it will be at 
our mints under free coinage. 
If our 


mints are opened to free and unlimited 
coinage at the present ratio, merchan- 
dise silver cannot come hern, because 
the labor

it 
worth 
more 
in 
the form of 


merchandise than it will be at our 
mints. 
Wo cannot even* expect all of 


the annual product of silver, because 
India, China, Japan and Mexico and 
all other silver-using countries must 
satisfy their annual needs from the an- 
nual product; the arts will require a 
large amount, and the gold standard 
countries will need a considerable 
quantity for subsidiary coinage. We 
will be required to coin only that 
which is not needed elsewhere; but if 
we stand ready to take and utilize all 
of it. other nations will be compelled 
to buy at any price which we may fix. 
Onr opponents cannot ignore the fact 
that cold is now gain? abroad 'in spite 
of all legislation intended to prevent 
it, and no silver is being coined to talce 
it* place 
Not only is gold going 


abroad now. but it must continue to 
0n abroad as loug af the present finan- 
cial jiolicy is_ adhered^ to, unless we 


continue "to ^borrow from across ths 
ocean. 
Fifty-mot Dollats. 


Perhaps the most persistent misrep- 


resentation that we have to meet is 
the charge that we are advocating the. 
payment of debts in fifty-cent dollars. 
At the present time and under present 
law*, a silver dollar, when melted, 
loses nearly half Ha value, but that 
will not be true when we again estab- 
lish a mint price for silver and leave 
no surplus silver upon the market to 
drag down the price of bullion. Under 
bimetallism 
silver bullion will be 


worth as much a* silver coin, just as 
gold bullion is now worth as much aa 
gold coin, and we believe that a silver 
dollar will be worth as much as a gold 
dollar. 
The charge of repudiation 


comes with poor grace from those who 
are seeking to add to the weight of 
existing debts by legislation which 
makes money dearer, and who conceal 
their designs against the general wel- 
fare under the euphonious pretense 
that they are upholding public credit 
and national honor. 
In answer to the 


charge that gold will go abroad, it 
must be remembered that no gold can 
leave this country until the owner of 
| the gold receives something in return 


for it which he would rather have, 


Honest differences of opinion bave 


always existed, and ever will exist, as 
to the legislation best calculated to 
promote the public weal; but, when 
it is seriously asserted that this nation 
must bow to the dictation of other 
nations and accept the policies which 
they insist up*), the right of self- 
government is assailed, and until that 
question is settled all other questions 
are insignificant.

We demand the free 


coinage of silver, the opening of our 
mints to both money metal* without 
discrimination, the return to 
the 


money of our fathers, the money of 
the constitution—gold and silver. We 
believe this is the only remedy for the 
evils from which we are now suffering. 
I accept the nomination, and with the 
people's confirmation, every effort of 
which Wod shall render me capable 
will be exerted in support of the prin- 
ciples involved." 


When Mr. Sewall finished speaking.
